The Mason is a Kansas City boat and her 
crew are mostly from that city. She carried 
po passengers, but when she left here she 
was loaded deep with grain, having taken on 
#,000 sacks of corn at this port. 

Capt. Geo. G. Keith has been running the 
Aver for thirty years and is one of the hest- 

known steamboat men on the Mississippi 
River. He residesat 2909A Easton avenue,

DESCRIPTION OF THE BOAT. 

The A, L. Mason was one of three steamers 
constructed by the Kansas City and St. Louls 
Transportation Co. and is the property of 
this company, of which Capt. A. L. Mason of 


' Kansas City is President. The Mason, the 
State of Missouri and the State of Kansas 
were constructed at a cost of $185,000, 
all these boats having exactly the 
same tonnage and were of alike build. The 
Mason was put in the trade shortly after her 
eo am ag three years ago, and owing to the 
ow uge of water it took her just three 
weeks to make the trip between: St. Louis 
aed Kansar Citys ie >cin@ found that those 
ats were too large for the Missouri River, 
be Kansas and Missouri were placed in South- 
waters and the Mason put in the trade 
Detween St. Loulsand New Orleans, Capt.

The Baileys Must Move From 3334 
Washington Avenue. 


Judge Klein Issues a Peremptory Man- 
damus on Constable Miles. 


ANN BAILEY, AGED 76, AND HER BED 
WILL BE ALLOWED TO REMAIN. 


Dispute Between Charles P. Wonderly 
and the Baileys as te the Ownership 
of the Premises—Efforts Made by Won- 
derly to Secure Possession—An Old 
Woman Too Sick to Be Moved. 


A fight over a lease which has been caus- 
ing a great deal of interest for the specta- 
tors was brought to a crisis to-day when 
Judge Klein issued ®& peremptory writ 
of mandamus against Constable 
Miles to execute a writ of restitution 
for the recovery of the premises at 3334 
Washington avenue. The title of the case is 
the State to the use of Charles P. 
Wonderly against James R, Miles, and 
behind the whole complicated proceeding is 
the laughable predicament of the Constable. 
Wonderly owned the premises some years 
back, but sold them to William Bauer, who 
made a part payment and gave notes 
secured by a deed of trust for 
the balance. He did not meet the notes and 
the trustee sold out the property under the 
deed ot trust. Wonderly bought it in, and 
last summer, he brought ejecyment proceed- 
ings against Ann and Mertha Balley, rela- 
tives of William Batley, who, Wonderly 
alleged were in possession of the house. This 
action was broughtin Judge Fisher’s court 
and judgment was obtained by Wonderly last 
summer, At the time that Wonderly 
expected to see the Sheriff put 
out his objectionable tenants, 
Margaret Balley made appearance and de- 
clared that she was in possession of the 
premises. Wonderly then brought sult 
against Margaret and when he ob- 
tained judgment Ann and Martha 


claimed ossession. The Sherif was in 
grave doubt at this stage as towho was in 
possession, and he refused to serve the writ. 


MANDAMUSED THE SHERIFF. 
Wonderly then applied for a man- 
damous to force the Sheriff 
to serve the writ of restitution, but the Judge 
refused to issue the order, because from the 


evidence adduced he was of opinion that 
Margaret Balley had the title tothe premi- 
ses. Wonderly then filed suit against Mar- 
garet Balley under the unlawful detainer act, 
in Justice Manning’s Court. He got judg- 
mont against der and on Nov. 17, 1893, an 
execution was issued. he paper 
was given to Constable Miles to 
serve but, according to Wonderty 
he refused t act. returningthe writ with the 
indorsement that he did not find Margaret 
Balley in possession. Wonderly there- 
upon instituted the mandamus proceed- 
ings to force Miles to do his duty. 
Testimony wastaken yesterday and the dif- 
ficulties with which Miles hadto contend in 
the discharge of hisofficeas public evictor 
developed.

ANARCHIS® VALLLANT. 


Preparing to Try the Man Who Threw 
the Bomb in the French Chamber. 


Paris, Jan. 5.—The jury which will decide 
the fate of Auguste Vaillant, the Anarchist 
who threw the bomb on Dec. 9 last in the 
Chamber of Deputies, assembled to-day in 
the Council Chamber of the Assizes Court 
and informed the Presi@ent that Maitre 
Labori, a distinguished advocate, had con- 
sented to act as counsel for the prisoner. 

Maitre Labori will confer with the Presi- 
dent of the Courtand with Vaillant to-day, 
but it is doubtful whether he will’ be pre- 
pared to commence the trial to-morrow, 
Consequently itis more than probable that 
tho case will be heard at the beginning of 
next week. The authorities are of the 
opinion that all delay in bringing the Anar- 
chist to trial serves to encourage his com- 
panions and tostrengthenthem in the im- 


réssion thatthe officers of the law have 
been alarmed at their threats to commit fur- 
ther outrages if Vaillant ig tried, condemned 
and executed. 

Throughout the trial the court will be care- 
fully gdarded,and no person will be admitted 
whots not clear of all suspicion of being an 
agent of the Anarchists. It is proposed that 
the trial shall open each morning at li 
o’clock and that the sittings of the court 
shall close at Co clock every evening. 

The general fmapression seems to be that 
Valliant will escape the- death semtence and 
that he will be imprisone life. 

This impression is based the fact that no 
lives were lost through the@explosiona.

A LION IN A HOSPITAL. 


How Veterinary Surgeons Set the Bones 
ofthe Animai’s Broken Leg. 


New Tonk, Jan. 5.—It is neither an every- 
day nor an easy job to set and bandage the 
broken bones ofa lion’s leg. Nero, a young 
Numidian, of Huber’s Museum, is suffering 


from a broken hind leg, received inafight 
with an old lionness. A week ago he was 
taken to the New York Veterinary College 
and had the leg fixed up. The leg was 
bandaged, but not securely set. When the 
lion went back to the cage he pushed the 
bandage down over the injured leg in sucha 
way as to interfere with the circulation. 
Nero became very savage, and it was im- 
possible forthe doctors to remove the band- 
ages. It was decided to set the leg securely 
and thus make amputation unnecessary, 
But the doctors were prepared to cut off the 
leg. They thought gangrene had set in. 

The lion was ina small cageor shifting 
den, about & feet iu width, 4 feet high and 7 
feetiong. A piece of meat about as big asa 
man’s fist, upon which was sprinkied three 
grains of morphine, mixed with some 
atropia, was placed in front of him. Nero 
regarded it with contempt. Then it was 
pushed away from him. He placed his heavy 
pawupon it and ate it greedily. He really 
didn’t wantit. The twenty-three pounds of 
beef he ate earlier in the y had destroyed 
his appetite. An hour later Nero was ina 
half unconscious state. He also appeared 
happy. He winked one ere na rakish and 
dissipated manner, and occasionally waved 
one paw-in the air in an uncertain way. 

The cage was placed upon the operating 
table, Which is a newand remarkable thin 
in itself. With remarkable presence of min 
two men grabbed Nero by his long, thick tail. 
Those holding the rope pull mightily. 
Nero fell down. He fastened his teeth upon 
a heavy iron stanchion with such force as to 
moke efforts to disiodge him impossible for a 
few minutes. Then they drew Nero back upon 
a fat canvas cushion and secured him. 

The doctors placed their instruments upon 
the table, took off their coats and prepared 
for work. They handled that lion with the 
freedom and the lack of respect which char- 
acterize their conduct toward patients upon 
an operating table. 

It was decided that the youth of the animal 
favored a knitting of the bone, and that am- 
putation would not be advisable for the 
2. ＋ The bones were reset and a closely 

tting stocking draw over the leg. 

About this was wound cotton witha back- 
ing of wood splints drawn very tight, and 
firmly bound. Over this was made the 
plaster of paris cast. Then wood splints 
were placed across the bandages and firmly 
wrapped in lint, andthe whole was covered 
by axlue bandage, each fold being stuck to 
the one already wound. As smoothly, care- 
fully and as deftly was this lion’s leg band- 
aged as one ever saw on a man. 

When it was finished Nero’s leg was as 
solidly encased as it could be possibly. There 
cannot be the siightest motion of the Knee 
joint, or at the fracture. Layers of cotton 
within the plaster cast soften the points of 
contact. About his body a wide band was 
placed to hold on the bandages. When the 
setting was finished Nero’s broken leg was 
about five times larger than the other one. 
The operation lasted about two hours. Then 
the lion was returned to the little den. 
Either the leg felt more comfortable, or the 
effect ofthe drug was heavier, for he made 
little objection, : 

Nero will remain in the hospital until he 


is fully recovered.

A Megnificent Programme 
dere4— The Soloists. 


Theodore Thomas’ Chicago orchestra was 
heard in Music Hall last night for the first 
time this season. The public anxiety to see 


how Mr. Thomas had withstood the tribula- 
tions of his World's Fair engage- 
ment was not evidenced by a 
very large gathering. The audience 
was sparsely scattered over Music Hall and 
was made up entirely of the subscription 
members ofthe Choral Symphony Society. 
It is needless to add that Mr. Thomas’ hear- 
ers were appreciative. 

The great American leader—for surely 
that is his title by right of 
service and accom plishment—has not 
the warmth and enthusiasm that his 
audiences would wish. He does not attract 
admiration, he compels it. He is the only 
American artist to-day who has the calm re- 
pose of cilassfe perfection. Yet all Mr. 
Thomas’ unpopularity is traceable to this 
classic quietness. His work is like the dia- 
mond, clear, clean cut, beau- 
tifully brilliant, but the fire 
flashes are cold, there is no warmth 
in the stave, neither is there in Mr. Thomas. 
This iswhy the leader, though a profound 
Wagnerian, sometimes fails to adequately 
Satisfy in interpreting the nineteenth cen- 
tury master. In the classic strains of 
Beethoven, however, he is perfection. It 
would be the same with Bach. 

The programme opened last night 
with three Schubert marches, which 
were originally written for piano, but 
arranged for orchestra by Mr. Thomas. The 
Arrangement showed Mr. Thomas’ mastery 
of orchestra! detail, his devices were unique, 
his methods pleasing, but his material was 
poor. The Schubert marches are colorless 
trifies at bestand unsuited to orchestral de- 
velopment. Abbe Ligst tried it and failed, 
Mr. Thomas has made a clever arrangement, 
but the music is not satisfying. 

The gem of the programme was the Leo- 
nori overture No.8 played with absolute 
clarity, an exquisite refluement in shading 
and effect and splendid surety in the furious 
passage at the finale, where Mr. Thomas’ 
masterly leadership showed to great advan- 
tage. The Wagner members ‘‘Bacchaunale’’ 
and ‘‘Liebestod’’ are familiar and were 
beautifully renaered. 

A Tschalikowsky’ suite, fnew here, diverti- 
mento, Intermezzo and march miniature 
was gived, The march was a dainty dit 
in the composer’s best style, th 
intermezzo, an ambitious effort, full of strik- 
ing orchestral devices and interesting, 
through the composer’s efforts after orig- 
inality. The programme concluded with two 
Dvorak dances, A flat and C minor, that like 


everything else of the Slavonic composer,. 


almost but not quite gave satisfaction. 

Miss Ida Kiein, who appeared with the or- 
chestra, has a very voice of 
Waagnerian proportions and sings tastily. 
Her Dien Theure Halle’’ was splendidly 
accompanied. The Bach- Gounod Ave 
Maria“ elicited an encore to which she gave 
Robert Franz’ beautifull setting to Heine’s 
poem, Thou Art Beautiful as a Flower. 
with harp accompaniment. Mr. Bruno 
Steindel, the cellist, is an interesting per- 
former, a virtuoso of marvelous technique 
and a manner almost humorous in its studied 
unconcern. Me. Steindel’ssolo,a servais, 
**Fantasia’’ was very warmly received, 

The orchestra will give its last performance 
to-night.

SENSELESS WASTE. 
We reprint in another column an extract 
from the London correspondence of THE 
WORLD giving a description of an invention 
for the profitable utilization of bituminous 
coal smoke, which has been successfully 
tried in the Government mint at Birming- 
ham. 
The device provides for drawing the 
smoke by means of a fan from the chimney 
and forcing it into a condensing cham- 
ber, where the valuable substances are 
deposited in water. The carbon 
which accumulates on the sur- 
face is removed and finds ready 
sale for electrical and other purposes, The 
sulphates of iron, copperand ammonia in 
combination with the water form a liquor 
which is converted into an excellent disin- 
fectant. The residue is forced into the 
chimney again and escapes in the form of 
thin white vapor. 
The success of this experiment empha- 
sizes the wastefulness of smoking chim- 
neys. The heedless folly of owners of fur- 
naces who permit volumes of smoke to es- 
cape costs thousands of dollars. The city 
is begrimed with soot and the health and 
comfort of citizens are destroyed at a 
heavy loss to those responsible for these 
results. Valuable materials, which should 
be consumed and converted into heat, 
or, if not utilized in this way, may be con- 
densed into salable products, are allowed 
to escape to inflict damages upon the peo- 
ple of the city. 
If the public good did not demand the 
abatement of the smoke nuisance, ordinary 
economy and prudence would urge it with 
irresistible force. It is senseless waste.

Mr. Oroker is a great practical political 
leader, but these expressions show that he 
is doing something in the way of theoretical 
statesmanship.

In the passage quoted he demolishes every 
economist from Adam Smith and Ricardo 
to John Mill and Henry George, but that 
only shows how great a man he is.

PENTECOST’S EVOLUTION. 


The Versatile Reformer Tells How His 


Change of Views Came About. 
New York, Jan. 5.—Hugh O. Pentecost, in 
his letter to Col. Fellows declining the ap- 
pointment of Assistant District Attorney, 
tellsin his picturesque way of his remarka- 
ble changes Of views within a few years. He 
says: 

For fifteen years I was a minister of the gospel. 

During that time my life was spent, for the mest 
part, in the seciusivn of the study. 1 knew little of 
the realities of the workaday world; little of busi- 
ness or politics. I mever cared for the subleties of 
theology. bat loved the study of the Biible, and de- 
came infatuated with tho personality of Jesus 
Christ. Aslrefiectea on his werds and conduct, 
be became to me a present reality with whom I 
lived and mored and had my being in spiritual com- 
munlon. His self-renunciation, his love ef 
others, his sympethy for the poor and sin- 
ful, hie willing submission to injury, his 
delicacy and gentieness touched, charmed and sub- 
dned me into devotion to him and hie cause. He 
was to me an ideal reality. It seemed tome that 
what he commanded should be done; that as he had 
lived so should we alilive. My heart burned and 
impelled me to be in some small measure to others 
what he had been, 
While in this highly wrought. state of mind I read 
Henry George's Progress and Poverty. and in 
the light which that clever book threw on the world 
I saw teeming millions of poor people sufferiag mis- 
eries which, to my mind, as influenced by Mr. 
George, were unjustiy inflicted upon them, and 
which seemed to me contrary to the will of the kind 
anc — 2 Jesus. . 

I flung myself into the wort of rn Mr. 
George in purging the world of poverty and briug- 
ing about a millennium, in the contemplation of 
whieh I gioried with the religious enthusiasm of « 
Crusader. 

When I wasin that state of mind the bomb which 
shocked the world was threwnin Chicago. Up to 
that time I hed hardly heard of Anarchists, and 
certainly did not know whet manner of beings they 
6. then began to about them 
publications which 
side of the story. 
of the men who were hanged forthe murders eom- 
mitted by the CMeago bomb throwers I read what 
purported to be acondensed history of the trial, 
written by asympathizer with them. This narra- 
tive — — the men who were tried as enthusists 
for the welfare of humanity, and leit the ihupres- 
sion on my mind that they were not responsible for 
the act of the man who threw the bomb. 
The throwing of the bomb was as horrible an 
atrocity in my ay as in those of other peopie. I 
was a sincere disciple of Jesus, and the idea of an 
eesatsination lixe that perpetratec in Chicago was 
altogether monstrous tome. But I got the notion 
that the men who were hanged had nothing to do 
with the bomb parowine- os 7 © 
In the state of mind I have just described I preaehed 
a sermon in the Newark church, of which I was pas- 
tor, expressing my disapprovai of the hangivug on 
substantially the foregoing grounds, hut specifically 
declaring wy abhorrence of bomb throwing aud dis- 
claiming any sympathy with the views of the Chi- 
cago agitators, with which I did not then nor did I 
ever afterward coincide. 
Two years later, and more than four years 
from my own Sunday evening lecture piatformdn this 
city, lreferred to the Ohicago hanging, but in that 
lecture I distinctly said that, since 
vocated violence, they had no
